It is his 
money and_.it is in his own interest, therefore, to see that not one dollar is 
wasted or unnecessarily expended. d 

It perhaps cannot be too often stressed that there is no magic source of 
_morey supply for governments, and, further, that governments are but com- 
“mittees of management administering what belongs to the people. Every 

_ dollar of this relief money must be borrowed; upon every dollar borrowed 
interest must be paid every year; every dollar of interest must be provided 
by the imposition of taxation upon the people; every dollar of taxation im- 
posed constitutes a drag, a handicap, upon a rapid and complete return to 
better times, an overhead expense to be carried and paid for throughout the 
coming years by every business man, every farmer, every workingman. 

Therefore, every person’ unnecessarily demanding and unjustly receiving 
relief he can gét along without, is prolonging the period during which the 
extension of rélief to some will be necessary. Such persons may even be 
accentuating conditions which, in the long run, may force him into the posi- 
tion where he himself cannot exist without relief. 

It is in the interests of one and all that relief expenditures be kept with- 
in bounds, held down to the actual needs of the situation, rigidly restricted 
‘to those who cannot possibly exist without some help. 

Communities, as well as individuals, should not be out to get as large 
an amount as they possibly can, but rather should be seeking out ways and, 
means whereby they can get along with as little as possible in the way of 
relief expenditures. There are hundreds, yes, thoysands of people, who by a 
little thought and self-sacrifice could. help other people in this time of. stress 
and emergency and thus appreciably reduce the number requiring public 
assistance. Many people who can afford to do so, and even some who can ill 
afford to do so, have in a sense “adopted’’.some out-of-work individual or 
family in need and, in many little ways, are making it possible for them to 
maintain themselves; with added confidence and self-reliance, thus reducing 
the demand upon public funds and checking the spread of “the spirit of the

Proposals of the United States for

reparations payments have been fitted 
into the Young plan by the confer- 
ence of financial experts of thé inter- 
ested nations, after three weeks’ dis- 
cussions in London. 


The experts in tne cabinet room of 
the foreign office in London, signed 
a protocol which provides the sus- 
pended payments shall be repaid in 
ten equal’ annuities spread over the 
period from July 2, 1933, to July 1, 
1943.

“In June 24th, representatives of

lishment of a wheat board to market | 
this year’s crop. 

“Subsequently, the prime minister | 

addressed a letter to each provincial | 
premier concerned, *declining to @S-| 
tablish such a board, but suggested as | 
an alternative the formation of a| 
trading corporation to which the pro- | 
vincial: pool elevator systems would te | 
leased. It was also suggested that J. | 
I. McFarland might act as 
manager and that the Dominion gov- | 
ernment might assist in financing the 
ppperation of such corporation. 
|: “On receipt of this letter, a confer-, 
ence was held at Regina, Mr. McFar-' 
land was unwilling to consider the | 
position of general manager of such 
a corporation. The predominant feel- 
| ing at the conference was opposed to | 
the leasing proposal, but after com- 
municating with the Prime Minister | 
by telephone and: telegram, it was de-. 
cided to canvas further the possibility | 
of the three provincial organizations 
operating separately, with a central} 
corporation -handling all sales. The)! 
conference adjourned to meet later in 
Winnipeg, after the. proposal had be: en 
examined by technical advisers.

Would Sell 
Labrador 


Newfoundland Government Reported 
To Be Willing To Grant a Lease 
For 99 Years 


Labrador is understood to be in the 
market for sale at a price -approxi- 
mating $110,000,000. The govern- 
ment of, Newfoundland, it is reported, 
is willing to grant a lease for 99 years 
over the territory comprising 76,000,- 
000 acres, including timber, mineral, 
water power and all surface rights, 
with the exception only of fishermen’s 

. rights. 

Newfoundland, it is stated, will 
further grant an option to the lessee 
to dispose of the sovereignty of the 
territory in favor of any British do- 
minion. The price for such lease and 
option is $110,000,000, the lessee to 
have the option of taking over the 
bonded indebtedness of Newfound- 
land, amounting .to $90,000,000, and 
to pay.the balance of $20,000,000 in 
cash to the government of Newfound- 
land: This bonded indebtedness is re- 


‘payable in various sums spread over. 


a period from 1928 to 1952. 

Ownership of Labrador was award- 
ed to Newfoundland in 1927 by the 
Privy Council, following a long legal 
dispute with the Dominion. No official 
communication in the matter, it is 
learned, has been received by the 
Canadian Government. 


Will Make Travel Pictures 


Douglas Fairbanks. Gives Up Career. 


As Actor Of Fiction 


Douglas Fairbanks, hero of scores 
of thrilling stories of the screen and 
one of filmdom’s greatest stars, has 
turned his back on the swashbuck- 
ling figure he made famous. 

He has given up, definitely, his long 
and colorful cAreer as an actor of fic- 
tion, but he is not going to'quit the 
screen where he earned a fortune., In- 
stead he will appear in the future 
only in travel pictures. 

“T do not intend to make any more 
motion pictures based on fiction, plays 
or novels,” he said. ‘However, I am 
now completing a travel picture of 
my experiences in my recent tour of 
the world and I believe it will. be far 
superior in entertainment to any fic- 
tional romance I could make. 

“As to the future, I plan to ap- 
pear only in films recording my trav- 
els.” 


The Wheat Situation 


Reasonable To Expect Improved 
Prices Within Next Six Months 


The future for the wheat situation 
seems brighter, in the opinion of Hon. 
H. H. Stevens, Dominion Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, while in Winni- 
peg recently. He expressed optimism, 
but laid emphasis on the European 
situation, which he maintained 
must change for the better if condi- 
tions in the wheat growing industry 
were to improve. 

“We are justified in expecting an 

improved condition in Europe during 
the next six months, and if this oc- 
curs, I think it is reasonable to ex- 
pect some increase in the price of 
wheat,” the minister declared. 
- He expressed the opinion that the 
surplus wheat holdings in exporting 
countries today are not abnormal in 
view of the short crop in Canada and 
reduced acreage in Argentina and 
Australia.

Association ‘Formea To Distinguish 


| Them From Professionals 


.A movement has begun to separate 
| the sheep from the goats in the cloud- 
| swept meadows of the. sky. 
| In other words a group of aero- 
| nautical sportsmen have set them- 
| Selves the task of tracing a delicate 
line separating the amateurs’ from 

the professionals in aviation. 

| Formation has been announced of 
; the United States Amateur Air Pilots 
Association and the announcement 
lincluded definitions of just what an 
,amateur aviator is and what sort of 
| actions turn him into: a professi onal 
| flying man. 

Under the new rules, for instance, 
|Col. Charles A. Lindbergh is a form- 
er professional who is now an ama- 
_teur. Ruth Nichols, on the other hand, 
is a former amateur who is now a 
professional. 

| Otto Hillig, of Liberty, N.Y., who 
flew to Germany, is an amateur, but 
| Holger Hoiriis, who went in the same 
"plane, is a professional. 

Frank Hawks, who has. set air 
speed records between almost every 
hamlet and town, is a professional. 
James Goodwin Hall, who ‘has been 
flying here and there lately  at- 
tempting to smash some of Hawks’ 
marks, is an amateur. 

The first qualification for listing as 
an,.amateur with the new organiza- 
tion, which is headed by John 5S. 
Reaves, is ownership of an aerostate 
(‘plane, autogyro or balloon), which 


is used solely for purposes of pleas- 


ure. 

Then the pilot must refrain. from 
accepting. pay ‘‘directly or indirectly 
for flying that ‘plane or any other, he 
must not teach anyone to fly for 
money, he must not engage in selling 
*planes or accessories, and he must 
‘not accept pecuniary reward for using 
any commercial product.” - 

Executives of aviation companies 
who have personal ‘planes which 
‘they use solely for pleasure, however, 
are included as amateurs, letting in 
under this rating. such people © as 
Lindbergh and Amelia Earhart. 

People who actually pilot ‘planes 
for pay, though, like Col. Clarence 
D. Chamberlain, will be classified as 
professionals no matter how many 
"planes they have for private use. 


Edison’s Question Answered 


|Four Travellers Marooned In. Desert 

Die and Three are Insane: 
| Four unmarked graves in the blist- 
‘ering wastes and three men who 
raged insanely in a Sonoita hospital 
provided a real, tragic answer to 
Thomas A. Edison’s famous question 
as to what a group of assorted trav- 
ellers would do, if marooned in a 
desert with limited supplies of food 
and, water. 

Edison’s question was imaginary. 
This tragedy was real. There were 
other slight differences. Edison 
named a group of five. In this group 
there were seven including a 16- 
year-old-mother ‘and her 45-days-old 
baby. 


The party set out from Nogales to:

Besides the girl mother and her 
baby, others of the party all were 
men. Stranded as they were in the 
middle of a desert with food ‘and 
water enough to last’ them only a 
short time, they faced in reality al- 
most’ the identical problem which 
Edison had propounded. 
| . Edison’s question -was' directed to 
a man in his imaginary party. Who 
he asked,"should be given the water, 
who given the chance to struggle 
back to Civilization, who left, to die? 

Grain Show Building Is Huge : 

If the new world’s grain fair build- 
ing at the exhibition grounds in Re- 
gina were turned into a dead storage 
garage for automobiles 2,000 cars 
could be stored, according to the lat- 
est statistics produced on the tuild- 
ing.

Winters ecouily Milder 


Géneral Retroat Of Glaciers of Rocky | 
Mountains Is Evidence 4 


The general retreat of the glaciers, 
of the Rocky, Mountains is ample | 
evidence that Canadian winters are 
becoming milder, according to Arthur 
O. Wheeler, Victoria, honorary presi- 
dent of the Alpine Glub of Canada 
and Canadian representative of the in- 
ternational commission on_ glaciers, 
who passed through Jasper recently 
on ‘the Canadian National ‘Continen- 
tal Limited”, en route east, following 
a study of the mighty Robson Glacier. 

Speaking of the Robson Glacier, 
which forms a silver crest on rugged 
Mount Robson, highest ‘peak in the 
Canadian Rockies, Mr. Wheeler de- 
clared that the huge ice field has re- 
treated 790 feet during the last twen* 
ty years. The alpinist made observa- 
tions at Robson in 1911 and his re- 
cent investigations have shown a re- 
markable change. At one time, the 
water flowing from the Robson Gla- 
cier divided into two’ streams, one 
flowing north to the Arctic Ocean, 
and the other flowing west to the 
Pacific. Now, however, the ice re- 
treated so far that all the water flows 
to the Pacific. 

Mr. Wheeler has investigated the 
status of the most important glaciers 
in the Canadian Rockies and has 
gathered much mineral information 
with a view to ascertaining climatic 
changes. He will now prepare a re- 
port which will be forwarded to head-. 
quarters of the international commis- 
‘sion at Lucerne, Switzerland. 


Prince Buys Unusual Car. 


Principles Of Airship Incorporated In 
Machine Of New Design 


Following his order for two out- 
board speed boats, the Prince of 
Wales has ordered a new car of un- 
conventional design.

Being mayor or: alderman is consid- 
ered a civic duty. Municipal officers 
take pride in giving as good admin- 
istrations as possible.

And here’s 
what they are paid: 

Mayor. Emery H. Richcreek, a real 
estate agent by occupation, gets 50 
cents a year. 

The eight aldermen, who so ably 
assist “hizzoner,’’ receive 25 cents an- 
nually. 

None ever complains that he isn’t 
paid enough. In fact the mayor is 
so proud of his record he isn’t even 
going to cash his’ pay checks. He

There is not one outstanding debt 
or bond fa¢‘ng the mayor or his coun- 
cil, . Instead there is $30,000-in the 
treasury and an additional $25,000 has 
been loaned to citizens. Hoopeston is 
solvent—with money in the bank. 

It ‘has miles of pavement, owns its 
own waterworks and has $15,000 
worth of new fire equipment. There 
are two fine parks, a zoo, a municipal 
auditorium, swimming: pool, a_ city 
library, and,a garbage system—and 
they're all paid for. 

Right now the council.is saving the 
city funds to build a new.city hall to 
replace the old one destroyed by fire 
several years ago. But there won't 
be a bond issue. The.money must be 
on hand before thé building is started. 
‘They operate on a cash basis here in 
Hoopeston.

Review of Parliament : 


(By Charles Stewart) 


. The Session just concluded will rank 
in history as one of the longest and 
one of the most contentious in recent} 
years. Parliament and the country 
| undoubtedly expected a. great deal 
from the Government in the way of 
advanced legislation, owing to the 
prolific promises that had been made 
| by Mr. Bennett and his supporters 
during the general election, and per- 
haps no Session has ended with less 
accomplished | in the way of progre:- 
sive legislation, than the one just con- 
cluded. 

Farmers throughout Canada. were 
led to believe that by increasing the 
duty on their dairy products, particu- 
larly butter, prices would advance, but 
in common with all the other natural 
products there has been a very seri- 
ous reduction in these prices. Natur- 
ally, the blame should be placed uron 
the Government, because they desir- 
ed to assume the responsibility and 
would have been quick to take: credit 
lif their remedies had not failed. 
| Wheat and livestock have dropped 
almost 50 per cent from the prices 
prevailing a year ago. This, coupled 
with crop failures in Western Can- 
jada, ‘has created a feeling of dissat-
